FOUR ARE FINED 
FOR HUNTING ON 
SHEPPARD LAND 


Four hunters paid fines Tues* 
day night before Justice of the 
Peace Kathryn K. Geiman, Lit­ 
tlestown R 2, Union Twp., after 
they had been apprehended Sat­ 
urday night, in a heavy rain, 
hunting on land of R. H. Shep­ 
pard, Hanover R 4, Union Twp. 
Game Protector Homer H. 
Thrush said the men, plus two 
Juveniles, who will appear lat­ 
er before juvenile court, were 
apprehended 
Saturday 
night 
when, in a driving rain, three 
deputy game protectors, on foot, 
patroled a township road run­ 
ning past the Sheppard farm. 
THREE DIFFERENT CARS 
During the course of the pa­ 
trol from 5:30 to 11:30 o’clock, 
the 
protectors 
apprehended 
hunters from 
three different 
cars who had entered the Shep­ 
pard land. One of the hunters, 
Irvin R. Strausbaugh, 19, Han­ 
over R. 5, Thrush said, had 
been arrested last December 
while hunting on the same prop­ 
erty, that time for transporting 
an untagged deer. 
According to the game pro­ 
tector, the Sheppard farm, ly­ 
ing fallow at the spot, is “a 
veritable paradise for game. I 
think there are more deer, squir­ 
rels and pheasant than at any 
similar spot in the state. The 
land is posted against trespas­ 
sing. but it seems a temptation 
for hunters.” 
HAD LOADED GUN 
At the hearing Tuesday eve­ 
ning Raymond E Wildasin, 22, 
of 829 S. Center St., Hanover, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of us­ 
ing a vehicle to hunt wild birds 
and animals, on which he paid 
$50 and costs. He also pleaded 
guilty to having a loaded gun 
in a vehicle, and on that charge 
paid a $25 fine and costs. 
Wildasin was a passenger in 
a car operated by Gary E. Mar­ 
tin. 21. Hanover R. 3. 
Martin paid a $50 fine and 
costs on a charge of using a ve­ 
hicle to hunt tor wild birds and 
animals, and also paid a fine 
of $10 and costs for using an 
unplugged shotgun. Thrush ex­ 
plained the law provides that 
a magazine must be plugged so 
that only two shots can be in

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Johnson will make a na­ 
tionwide television address to 
the nation on Thanksgiving 
evening, the White House an­ 
nounced today. 
The 15-minute address, sched­ 
uled for 6:15 p.m. EST Thurs­ 
day night, “will be a Thanks­ 
giving Day message to the 
people” from the new Presi­ 
dent, press secretary Pierre 
Salinger said. 
The broadcast will be made 
from the President’s oval of­ 
fice in the White House. It 
will be carried live on the 
National Broadcasting Co. and 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
networks. 
It also may be carried on the 
American Broadcasting Co. net­ 
work if other technical prob­ 
lems can be worked out.

Johnson Tells Congress 
He Will Pursue Ideas And 
Ideals Of Ex-President 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson told the nation 
and the world today that the 
ideas and ideals of John F. Ken­ 
nedy “ must and will be trans­ 
lated into effective action.” 
The new President appealed 
at the same time for “an end 
to the teaching and preaching 
of hate and evil and violence.” 
In a 1,500-word address pre­ 
pared for a joint session of 
the Senate and House, Johnson 
specifically c a l l e d for early 
congressional action to set up 
new civil rights safeguards and 
enact an $ll-billion tax cut. 
“No memorial oration or eu­ 
logy 
c o u l d 
more eloquently 
honor President Kennedy’s mem­ 
ory than the earliest possible 
passage of the civil rights bill 
for which he fought,” Johnson 
said. 
TAX MEASURE 
And he said, “No act of ours 
could more fittingly continue 
the work of President Kennedy 
than the earliest passage of the 
tax bill for which he sought.” 
The new chief executive said: 


I “This is no time for delay—it is 


a time for action ” 
Johnson opened his address 
by saying: 
“All I have I would have giv­ 
en gladly not to be standing 
here today.” 
VOWS COMMEMORATION 
Johnson, who called the as 
sassination of President Ken­ 
nedy “the foulest deed of our 
time,” declared that Kennedy 
must 
be 
commemorated 
in 
actions. 
“Our most immediate tasks,” 
Johnson said, “are here on this 
hill,” meaning in Congress. 
Johnson appealed for United 
effort by a nation that goes for 
ward “in action, in tolerance 
and mutual understanding.” In 
one of his most emotional pas­ 
sages Johnson asserted: 
CALLS FOR RESPECT 
“The 
time 
has 
come 
for 
Americans of all races and 
creeds and political beliefs to 
understand and respect one an­ 
other. Let us put an end to the 
teaching and preaching of hate 
and evil and violence. Let us 
turn away from the fanatics of

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BLAME RACERS 
FOR DEATH OF 
ADAMS YOUTH 


A York County coroner’s jury 
Tuesday placed the blame for the 
September 15 death of William A. 
Hess Jr., 21, New Oxford R. I, 
on all those participating in an 
automobile race which ended in 
a fatal crash near the Hanover 
Municipal Water Works impound­ 
ing dam. 
Witnesses said there was a ll 
wager on the outcome of the race. 
Coroner Thomas M. Hart said 
the driver of the car in which 
Hess was a passenger, Edward 
J. Clapsaddle. 22, Hanover, had 
been recommitted to a hospital 
and could not testify. The driver 
of the other car, Frank H. Hig 
gins. Hanover, was present but 
close not to testify. 
Testimony was taken, however, 
with Assistant District Attorney 
Earl Doll representing the com­ 
monwealth, from Trooper Ber 
nard Yanetti, of the Gettysburg 
satte police substation, and four 
of the seven young men who were 
in the Clapsaddle car at the time 
of the accident. 
TROOPER TESTIFIES 
Trooper Yanetti who investi­ 
gated, said the crash occurred 
about 4 a.rn. on Legislative Route 
66098. commonly known as the 
Hanover Water Dam Rd. Both 
cars, be said, had left the road 
.and were down an embankment 
on the south side of the road. | 
Yanetti said he learned from 
interviewing some of the occu 
pants later that arrangements for 
a race between the two cars had 
been made at an area diner. The 
race route was to be from Route 
TM to the Second farm house on 
the Water Dam Rd. and return 
The cars had gone only about 
a half-mile, however, he said 
when they failed to negotiate 
a downgrade curve in the road. 
HAO BEEN DRINKING 
Yanetti said the men told him 
and they later confirmed this 
that the Ciapsaddle car was trav­ 
eling 45 to SO miles an hour. The 
trooper said Higgins had told him 
however, that the car traveling 
behind 
Clapsaddle 
was 
going 
about TO miles an hour. He said 
Higgins also admitted drinking 
about two quarts of beer from the 
early evening hours Saturday un­ 
til about 3 a rn. Sunday, an hour 
before the accident, but that he 
was not drunk 
Of the four who testified none 
said he h^d gjore than two beers 
Saturday Vvehing and all said 
they were not drunk. Dr. Hart 
told th jury later that, if it be­ 
lieved the testimony about drink­ 
ing two beers earlier in the eve­ 
ning, it could also believe the 
men wore not drunk at 4 a.m. 
the next day.

And on this Thanksgiv 
ing eve. as we gather together 
to ask the Lord's blessing, let 
us unite in those familiar and 
cherished words; ‘A m e r i c a , 
America God shed 
His grace 
on thee and crown thy good with 
brotherhood from sea to shining 
sea.’ ” 
FIRM ON CIVIL RIGHTS 
Johnson, the first southern 
president since Andrew John 
son succeeded the assassinated 
Abraham Lincoln, left no doubt 
about his commitment to the 
cause of civil rights. 
‘‘We have talked long enough 
in this country 
about equa 
rights,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘We have 
talked for IOO years or more 
Yes, it is time now to write the 
next chapter—and to write it in 
the books of law ” 
Johnson called upon the Con

President Kennedy Calls 
Nation To Thanksgiving 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Here is 
the text of the Thanksgiving 
Day 
proclamation 
issued 
by 
President Kennedy on Nov. 5 
which President Johnson urged 
be read in the nation's churches 
on Thursday: 
Over three centuries ago our 
forefathers in Virginia and in 
Massachusetts far from home in 
lonely wilderness set aside a 
time for thanksgiving. On the 
appointed day, they gave rever­ 
ent thanks for their safety, for 
the health of their children, for 
the fertility of their fields, for 
the laws which bound them to­ 
gether and for the faith which 
united them under their God 
“So, 
too 
when the colonies 
achieved 
their 
independence, 
our first president in the first 
year of his first administration 
proclaimed Nov. 26, 1789, as “a 
day of public thanksgiving and 
prayer to be observed by ac­ 
knowledging 
with 
grateful 
hearts the many signal favors 
of almighty God” and called 
upon the people of the new re­ 
public to “beseech Him to par­ 
don our 
national 
and 
other 
transgressions, to promote the 
knowledge and practice of true 
religion and virtue and general­ 
ly to grant unto all mankind 
such a degree of temporal pros-

WANTS EDUCATION A*D 
In addition to calling for top- 
priority action on civil rights 
and tax cut legislation, John 
son said action also is needed on 
pending 
education 
bills, 
the 
youth employment opportunities 
bill, the f o r e i g n aid pro­ 
gram and 
the 
remaining ap­ 
propriation bills. 
We will carry on the fight 
against poverty and misery, ig­ 
norance and disease — in other 
lands and 
in our own,” 
he 
pledged. “We will serve all of 
the nation, not 
one 
section or 
one sector, 
or one group, but 
all Americans.” 
Stating his own philosophy 
toward 
government 
f i s c a l 
policy, Johnson said that, “ in 
particular I pledge that the ex­ 
penditures of the government will 
be administered with the upmost 
thrift and frugality.” 
WILL EE PRUDENT 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment “will set an example of 
prudence and economy” and 
will get “ a dollar’s value for a 
dollar spent.” 
Johnson also promised to al­ 
ways r e s p e c t “the indepen 
dence and integrity of the leg 
islative branch”—something he 
said he “ deep in the marrow of 
my bones” after 32 years 
(Mi 
capitol hill as House member, 
senator and vice president. 
Though Johnson called for 
national unity, he said this does 
not depend 
on 
unanimity, 
adding: 
We have differences; 
but 
now, as in the past, we can de 
rive from t h o s e differences 
strength, not weakness;

dom, 
not 
despair. 
Both 
as 
people and as a government 
we can unite upon a program 
which is wise, just and con 
structive.” 
From his experiences at the 
capitol, Johnson said he had 
pride and confidence in the 
ability of Congress to meet any 
crisis and to “distill from our 
differences strong programs oi:

THINK IT OVER 


Most of the unkind things said 
are said — without thinking. 
Most of our rash deeds result 
for the 
same r e a s o n . 
And 
many of our most serious mis­ 
takes. It never does any harm 
to think things over before com­ 
ing to a decision. 
What familiar phrase is that 
one: "I never thought of that!” 
All of our expressions should be 
thought out — both sides of a 
question examined, the result of 
an act well considered, or its 
hearing upon our own reputation 
before giving these expresssions 
in word or act. 
People who think things over 
are just as liable to make mis­ 
takes as those who do not, but 
such mistakes are not liable to 
be so serious.

A goodly portion of us are 
creatures of impulse.

Great 
problems are solved by thinking 
them over, weighing the facts 
in the case, and considering all 
sides. 
Perhaps our greatest heritage 
is our ability to think. Thinking 
sets the entire course of our 
lives. Tragedy walks the way 
of the one who fails to think, 
who fails to take advantage of 
this right to think. 
After you have read a book, 
think it over. 
Examine that 
mind of yours. See what you 
have gained. After a stimulat­ 
ing talk with 
someone else, 
think over that conversation. 
Try’ to recall every gain from 
it. 
Be proud of the fact that you 
can think for yourself — inde­ 
pendently. 
and 
with 
the 
full 
right to hold your opinions, no 
matter how much they may be 
opposed. A rich and independ­ 
ent mind is a rare possession. 
It can take you to any height 
within your ability to fulfill its 
demands. Think this over!

There was little about Lee 
Harvey Oswald to warn the 
world of what was coming 
To those few who knew him 
he was recalled, if at all, as 
sometimes eccentric hut just 
another face in the crowd.

Some saw occasional flashes of 
his seething contempt for the 
society that had nurtured him. 
A Marine or two recalled Os­ 
wald's expertise with a rifle. 
His wife knew that he’d bought

would pass. At least one knew 
Lee Harvey Oswald had shown 
up on the job Friday carrying

NO ONE TO WARN 
There was no one in Dallas— 
or anywhere else—to put all the 
pieces of Lee Harvey Oswald 
suddenly into place and cry out 
in warning: “ Assassin!” 
And so, police say. Oswald 
pulled the trigger, striking back 
at an unsuspecting society that 
within minutes would know this 
obscure misfit all too well. 
But before it could learn what 
impelled Oswald to shoot Pres­ 
ident John Fitzgerald Kenne­ 
dy. Oswald himself was dead. 
And Monday, the same day the 
President was laid to rest be­ 
fore the mourning eyes of the 
world, Oswald wa* buried in a 
wooden box at Fort Worth.

"Seeing again is like what 
happens after a soft rain falls— 
everything is clean and wonder­ 
ful," says Miss Lione a nurse 
now dedicated to helping others 
in their fight to regain vision. 
BLIND TWO TSARS 
It was IO years ago that Es- 
terina began to lose her sight, 
a period kl which she gradual­ 
ly withdrew from the everyday 
world. Two years ago she went 
blind. 
Now she has 20-20 vision, 
thanks to the Delaware Valley 
Eye Bank. She has a new at­ 
titude toward life. 
The eye bank is an organiza­ 
tion established to help people 
like Esterina Lione. 
Its members collect human 
eyes after donors die and dis­ 
tribute them to hospitals for 
operations. 
Leonard Cella, presklent of 
the bank, explains: 
RBFLACI CORNIA 
"Sight can he restored, but 
only when the cornea, or win 
dow of the eye, is involved 


Surgeons can replace a diseased 
cornea with a good one." 
Not everyone can be helped. 
Cella is quick tc point out. There 
is little hope, he says, for people 
who are bom blind. But those, 
who like Esterina. have lost 
their sight through disease, can 
definitely be helped, he says. 
The eye bank maintains a 24- 
hour vigil. As soon as it is ad­ 
vised of a donor's death it must 
() Make arrangements to have 
the eye removed, (2) See that a 
special shipping thermos is at 
the surgeon’s disposal, (3) in­ 
struct the surgeon where to for­ 
ward the eyes 
Quick shipment of the eyes is 
vital. 
RAPID RIMOVAL 
Cella says that surgeons must 
remove the optics within three 
hours after death of a donor and 
the transplant performed within 
24 hours for hest results. 
The bank maintains a record 
of requests for eye transplant 
surgery, and honors them in or­ 
der received. Cella gays there 
is no charge to hospitals and/or 
doctors for the eyes. 
Eyes never are bought or sold 
by the bank, be asserta. 
The patient usually pays for 
the operation, but says Cella. 
It won’t stop us if he or she 
doesn’t have the money." 
Miss Liooe, whose new eyes 
came from two donors, had had 
only hospital insurance cover 
age.

SUFFERED KERATACONUS 
She had a malady opthamol- 
ogists railed a kerataconus. It 
causes the corneas, or windows 
of the eyes to come to a point, 
diffusing the picture the eyes re­ 
ceive. For Esterina. it was like 
looking throng a crumpled wax 
ball. 
The world began to grow dark 
for Miss Lione about IO years 
ago after she left Newark. N.J. 
to come to work as a surgical 
nurse at Hahnemann Hospital 
here. 
She didn’t realize she was go­ 
ing blind, however, until five 
years later. 
Everything was dull and get- 
ing duller week by week," she 
recalls. "I couldn’t figure out 
why. 
UNABLE TO THREAD NEEDLE 
My failing eyes gave me lit­ 
tle chance to do the work I had 
to," she said. "Many time*, doc­ 
tors told me to thread sutures on 
needles for them—and many 
times I just couldn’t do the job. 
I had to read orders from 
my co-workers on little slips of 
paper. But. that, too, soon be­ 
came impossible." 
Finally, she went to an eye 
specialist at Wills Eye Hospital 
here, who said her sight could 
be restored tnrough a trans­ 
plant. 
Troubled, dispelled, abe had 
sought and found comfort in a 
Philadelphia neighbor — The 
Samuel Wentzels from across 
the street. 
"My mother was dead, and 
my father was sick," she re­ 
called. "The Wentzels took me 
in ami cared for me as if I were 
their own child. They were won 
derful" 
TWO OPERATIONS 
The first of her two operations 
was scheduled for the spring of 
1961. At the time she was vir­ 
tually blind. She could only 
make out black forms. 
"It was wonderful that a per­ 
son would give his eyes for me," 
she said, her own dark eyes 
aglow. "I had faith in God, 
faith in my doctor, faith in the 
world. I just knew I was going 
to see again—I had to." 
A corneal transplant, explains 
a doctor, is an incredibly deli­ 
cate operation. The cornea meas­ 
ures about .6 of a millimeter 
in thickness. Mist Lione’s cor­ 
nea and the grafted tissue were 
sewn together with sutures thin­ 
ner than a human hair. About 
12 stitches were sewn into her 
left eye. 
"I didn’t even feel like I had 
had an operation after it was all 
over,” she said. "But a doctor 
kept coming into my room, day 
after day, to test my eye." 
FAMILY CONTACT 
Frequent word came from 
Newark, from her twin brother, 
Thomas, and her father. And to 
further boost her morale, there 
were always the Wentzels, who

never mised a visiting day. 
Each morning for two weeks 
she awoke with hope.

COUNCIL PUTS 
RELIGION IN

United Presbyterian Church told 
ifs 3.2 million members today 
that the end of Bible reading in 
America’s puolic schools and 
the Negro drive for freedom do 
not threaten the church. 
Rather, said the denomina­ 
tion’s General Council in a let­ 
ter published 
in its "Presby­ 
terian Life." "God is shaping 
the crises, changes, and move­ 
ments of our day (and) his peo­ 
ple must read the signs of the 
times and respond obediently 
with concrete and specific ac­ 
tion." 
BELONGS TO CHURCH 
The council raid the church 
had 
supported 
the 
Supreme 
Court ban against Bible reading 
and prayers in the public schools 
because of its "conviction that 
the religious nurture of children 
belongs to the church and home, 
not to government or any of its 
agencies." 


Concerning Its reaffirmed stand 
on racial Justice—and It alluded 
to school devotional, too—the 
council said: 
"When children are forced by 
law, Intimidation, custom, or 
other pressures, to txprsss or 
accept a faith that is neither 
theirs nor that of their parents, 
their humanity Is denied. 
"When men are turned away 
from God’s House because of 
the color (rf their skin, their 
humanity is denied. When men 
women and children, because of 
their color, are berated, beaten, 
and bombed for trying to vote, 
get an education, work, buy a 
house, or be served in a public 
place, their humanity is denied. 
HUMANITY DENIED 
"Every denial of a 
man’s 
humanity is a denial of his like­ 
ness to Christ. And when laws. 
customs, and institutions which 
perpetuate these things are de­ 
fended against change by the 
members of tne household of 
faith, then surely God’s judg 
ment falls upon us." 
The letter, signed by Moder­ 
ator Silas G. Kessler and Secre­ 
tary Theophilus M. Taylor, said 


that even though th# 
Bible reading and racial justle# 
has arroused th* emotions of 
some members "we cannot af­ 
ford the luxury of being specta­ 
tors of history."

Oval Room Today; Promises 
To Continue Kennedy Plans

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson 
moved 
Tuesday 
from temporary quarters into the 
oval presidential office in the 
White House, feeling "our whole 
system is on trial” because of 
the assassination of John F. 
Kennedy. 
Since the murder of President 
Kennedy on Friday in Dallas 
Johnson had conducted the pres 
idency from his old vice presi­ 
dential quartets in the Execu­ 
tive Office Building next door 
to the White House. 
WILL PREPARE ADDRESS 
On tap foi the first day in the 
new office were meetings with 
foreign dignitaries and prepara­ 
tion of an a d d r e s s today to 
a joint session of Congress. 
Johnson, in his first speech 
since becoming chief executive, 
made evident Monday night his 
belief that the Kennedy assas­ 
sination puts tne American sys­ 
tem to a severe test and must 
prompt renewed efforts to prove 
that the system 
despite one 
sniper’s act, is superior to any 
other. 
Beyond that, Johnson pledged 
'‘continuity without confusion” 
—a continuation of Kennedy ad 
ministration programs and pol 
icy aims without any immedi 
ate shakeup of top officials that 
might puzzle and perturb the 
nation and the world. 
ASSESSED NEEDS 
Johnson’s assessment of the 
needs of the day was delivered 
off the cuff to 35 state gover­ 
nors who met with him long aft­ 
er sunset. 
This was no* his final meet­ 
ing of the busy day. His sched­ 
ule was topped off by a late 


evening session with Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dillon 
and the Council of Economic 
Advisers. This meeting took up 
the tax cut proposal and the 
broad outlines of the federal 
budget that wi*l go to Congress 
in January. 
Aihnson headed for his home 
in the Spring Valley section of 
the city at 10.45 p.m., giving 
every sign that, even before 
moving into the White House, 
he was operating under a full 
heed of steam 
ROREION CONFERENCES 
For Tuesday, Johnson lined up 
conferences with some of the 
many foreign dignitaries who 
flew to Washington for the Ken­ 
nedy funeral. 
Johnson 
arranged 
to 
visit 
with the new British prime min­ 
ister, Sir Alec Douglas-Home; 
with the president of the Philip­ 
pines, Diosdado Macapagal, and 
with the new West German 
chancellor, Ludwig Erhard. 
The President saw all three— 
and many more—at a reception 
Mtonday night at the State De­ 
partment, before he met with 
the governors. 
MHT WITH DE GAULLE 
In addition to greeting all for­ 
eign delegates to the Kennedy 
funeral, Johnson spent 18 min 
utes privately with President 
diaries de Ganile of France. 
eight minutes with Prime Min 
Mer Lester Pearson of Canada 
and 12 minutes with Prime Min 
Mer Hayato Ikeda of Japan. 
Johnson told the governors 
that, at his meeting with De 
Gaulle, "we did not finish'* the

Speaking to the governors, 
Johnson said: "Circumstances 
over which I had no control 
brought me into this position 
that I occupy tonight. The dif­ 
ficulties and the tribulations are 
great and this is the time when 
our whole system is on trial— 
not just the Republican party 
and the Democratic party but 
the American system of govern 
ment.” 
He went on to speak of the 
often-superior resources of Hie 
Soviet Union — in population, 
farmlands and water. 
Then he said: "The thing that 
is really to determine whether 
we win or lose in this struggle 
of philosophies is how well our 
system works. We think we 
have the best system.” 
WANTS SMOOTH TRANSITION 
Taking account of the inevi­ 
table transition between the 
Kennedy administration and his 
own, Johnson said: "I think con­ 
tinuity without confusion has 
got to he our password and has 
to be the key to our system.” 
He said he would tell Congress 
"that we intend to honor the 
commitments we have made at 
home and abroad” under Ken­ 
nedy and that "I understand my 
own limitations, but I am going 
to do the best I can with your 
help and God’s.** 
Johnson asked the governors 
again to help him, saying it was 
vitally important. "I need your 
heart and your hand,” he said. 
The state executives gave him 
a standing ovation when he fin­ 
ished. 
"I hope we can have unity in 
this country,” said Gov. George 
C. Wallace of Alabama.

Out of every consignment of 
gold from Mexico to Spain cen­ 
turies ago one-fifth was allo­ 
cated to the king. The bar, 
dated 1746 is part of the so­ 
called "king’s fifth” and worth 
about 1,500 pounds ($4,200). 
The coins, which come from 
all parts of the world, range in 
size from the minute gold Sia­ 
mese bullet money of te 19th 
Century to the 5-pound "king 
manilla” of Africa — copper 
bars in the shape of a semicir­ 
cle — which were currency at 
about the same period. The Si- 
mese bullet money (rf the 19th 
eighth of an inch in diameter. 
Probably one of the scarcest 
pieces is the Malayan "tree 
money” of the 19th Century 
This money Is made of tin and 
is extremely fragile.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Penn 
sylvania’s highest school official 
believes the state’s school chil­ 
dren received “a lesson in hu 
man inhumanity” last weekend.

Life Since Youth/ Now Faces 
Biggest Race Of His Career

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sun 
shine tinged the tops of the 
pecan and sycamore t r e e s , 
swept across the town of Stone­ 
wall, Tex., and glowed in the 
room where Sam Ealey John­ 
son Jr. was shaking his son's 
foot. 
"Get up. Lyndon," he said. 
"Everybody in town’s got a 
two-hour head start on you.” 
Lyndon Baines Johnson be­ 
gan running. 
He 
has never 
stopped. 
Today, be is president of the 
United States. 
RACK LIES AHEAD 
But the greatest race of John­ 
son’s life lies ahead of him. In 
less than a year, another pres­ 
idential election campaign will 
be under way. To be serving by 
reason of tragedy is one thing. 
To be elected president is the 
supreme goal of any American 
politician. 
And Johnson is the ultimate 
polician. 
Johnson was born on a ranch 
near Stonewall Aug. 27, 1908 
On that day, so the story goes, 
his grandfather said, "He’ll be 
a U S. senator some day." 
True or not, only a few years 
were to elapse before Johnson 
was on his way. 
POLITICAL BACKGROUND 
■ He 
had a 
political 
back­ 
ground. His grandfather and 
his father both served in the 
Texas House 
of 
Representa­ 
tives. Another forebear was a 
signer of the Texas Declaration 
Of Independence. 
< On his mother’s side, his rel­ 
atives were Baptist clergymen 
and educators. His great-grand 
father headed Baylor Univer 
sity for two years. 
‘ After Johnson finished high 
school, at 15, a curious hiatus 
earn# in his life. 
He neither went to college 
nor showed any interest in a 
career. Instead, with some oth­ 
er boys, he walked and hitch 
hiked to California. S e v e n 
months later, he was home, 
working as a highway laborer, 
driving a 
truck, 
pushing 
a 
wheelbarrow, 
wielding 
pick 
and shovel. 
ENROLLED IN COLLEGE 
Finally, after a heart-to-heart 
talk, his parents 
persuaded 
him to go to college. Johnson 
borrowed $75 and enrolled in 
Southwest Texas State Teach­ 
ers College at San Marcos. 
"I took 40 courses and got 35 
A’s,” he says. 
To help pay his expenses, he 
worked as a janitor. Having 
enrolled in a public-speaking 
course, he practiced speech- 
making while sweeping out the 
classrooms. He graduated in 
1930. 
The following year is an im­ 
portant one in the Johnson sto­ 
ry. 
. He went to Washington as 
secretary of Congressman Rich­ 
ard Kleberg and fell head over 
heels in love with politics. In 
short order, he won his first 
election—speaker of the “Little 
Congress," a mock legislature 
composed 
of 
congressmen’s 
secretaries. 
Next, he was appointed state 


administrator for Texas of the 
National Youth Administration. 
He returned to Texas in that 
capacity in 1935. 
Johnson 
married 
in 
1934. 
Claudia Alta Taylor has been 
known all her life as "Lady 
Bird.” When a Negro nurse 
first saw her, she said, "She’s 
as pretty as a lady bird." Even 
the congressional directory to­ 
day lists her under the nick­ 
name.

ENTERED POLITICS 
Johnson’s first big political 
move came in 1937. After the 
death of Rep. James Buchanan, 
Johnson ran for the seat. 
He waged a shrewd, boldly 
conceived 
campaign 
w h i c h 
was fortuitous for two reasons 
it won, and it brought him to 
the a t t e n t i o n of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Nine others were in the race. 
Johnson concluded that, to get 
in the spotlight, he must do 
something dramatic. He came 
out for the main planks of the 
New Deal and won. 
Roosevelt, fishing off Corpus 
Christi at the time, was delight 
ed. He invited Johnson to ride 
to Washington on the presiden 
tial train. 
ROOSEVELT ATTENTION 
He also arranged to have 
Johnson seated on the imper 
tant Naval Affairs Committee— 
a rare thing for a freshman 
congressman—and brought him 
to the White House for Sunday 
breakfasts. 
Johnson 
was 
close to the 
throne from the start of the po 
litical life. "He (Roosevelt) was 
like a daddy to me,” Johnson 
often said.

Two days later, Johnson, a 
naval reserve offifcfer, obtained 
leave from the House and went 
to war.

conditions in the Southwest Pa­ 
cific and rode on some bomb­ 
ing m i s s i o n s . Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur decorated him with 
the Silver Star. In mid-1942, 
Roosevelt ordered him back to 
the House. 
His victorious 1948 campaign 
for the Senate is notable in sev­ 
eral respects. He campaigned 
by helicopter. And he defeated 
Gov. Coke Stevenson 
by 87 
votes out of nearly a million 
cast. 
His natural talent for getting 
along in the Senate and getting 
things done soon asserted them­ 
selves. He was elected Demo­ 
cratic whip in 1951 and Demo­ 
cratic leader in 1953. At 44, he 
was the youngest floor leader 
in history. 
Johnson once said he had no 
presidential 
ambitions. 
"I’m 
conscious of my limitations," 
he said. "I think it’s fair to say 
nobody but my mama ever 
thought I’d get as far as I 
have."

Today we take the sending 
and 
receiving 
of 
Christmas

It remained for a sixteen-year- 
old English engraving appren­ 
tice, William Maw Egley, to de­ 
sign a card in 1842 illustrating 
scenes of a formal banquet, a 
party dance nnd skaters. Be­ 


low the illustrations was the 
legend "A Meiry Christmas and 
a Happy New Year to You." 
Later 
another 
Englishman. 
Henry Cole 
commissioned the 
artist John C adott Horsely, a 
member of the Royal Academy 
to paint an illustration which 
ultimately depicted a Victorian 
family 
gathered 
around 
the 
holiday table, in addition to de­ 
picting customs of giving to the 
poor. 
Cole 
had 
lithographed 
copies of Horsely's work struck 
off and mailed the cards out in 
December of (846 
In 1874, Louis Prang printed 
the 
first 
American 
greeting 
cards in his lithograph shop in 
Boston These cards were noted 


for their artistic quality and 
were sold all over the United 
States. Thus was begun a holi­ 
day tradition which la now an 
accepted part of tha aeaaon . . . 
receiving 
warm 
greeting* 
of 
love and good will through the 
mail at Christmaa time.

VEILED WARNINGS 
The propaganda is full of 
veiled warnings.

Egypt, the main thing you hear 
on radio is American jazz.” 
The veteran composer’s im­ 
promptu survey of what's popu­ 
lar abroad stems from his proj­ 
ect of writing sn historically ap­ 
propriate score for Old Testa­ 
ment Psalms. Thus far 16 have 
been provided with choral mel­ 
ody. 
Secunda’* situation Is not with­ 
out a touch of irony. Most of his 
putout since he began compos­ 
ing In 1916 has consisted of op­ 
erettas, ch am ar and symphon­ 
ic works. But the man who says, 
"I don’t have much fondness 


for popular muaic” has briefly 
lapsed on occasion, and is best 
known for a diUy that engulfed 
the nation in 1939, "Bei Mir 
Bist Du Schoeti.” 
It caught up with him in a 
Tokyo steam bath during a re­ 
cent expedition to collect (Se­ 
cunda hoped) old Oriental rhy­ 
thms. 
"The girl attendant was sing­ 
ing, and I asked her if she knew 
any American music,” the stocky 
little man of 89 reports. "Right 
away she started that song — 
to Japanese lyrics.” 
ORIENTAL MODE 
For those who might wonder 
why research for apt Psalm 
music would take a man to the 
Far East, Secunda explains that 
ancient 
Hebraic 
music 
was 
strongly Oriental in mode. 
“In some Japanese books I 
found some music that was fair­ 
ly authentic,” the musicologist 
continues. "When you hear it 
sung, it is very like a cantor’s 
chanting.” 
Travelling on. Secunda found 
similarities in Spain to Jewish 
music, leat in Greece and Tur­ 
key although they are much 
nearer to the Holy Land. In Is­ 
rael itself he found some effort 
being made to preserve ethnic 


melodies. 
"Among young students there 
is a tendency to be imitative 
of Germanic influences,” Se­ 
cunda says "I think this Is be 
cause many of the teachers 
once lived in Germany.” 
A 
similar 
phase, 
adds the 
composer, was gone through by 
19th Century American com­ 
posers nurtured undei the ni* 
fluence of Wagner and Brahms 
TRADITIONAL 
MUSIC 
"It is very important that the 
traditional music of different 
groups be preserved. It would 
be a tragedy to let such things 
die.” 
In Thailand he found the most 
intense effort to keep ancestral 
art forms intact 
but nothing 
relevant to his Biblical project 
In addition to that undertak­ 
ing, Secunda is at work on an 
oratorio derived from a story 
by the Yiddish folk writer Isaac 
Loeb Peretz.

"When I go to Japan again,” 
he declares "I want to go into 
the back country where western 
influences perhaps haven't tak­ 
en much hold vet and find the 
music before a gets lost.”

“Homemakers have found that 
men are taking a more active 
interest in their homes. Men have 
a new appreciation for workman 
ship, now that they’ve been active 
in workshops, building and repair­ 
ing. A few years ago a man would 
glance at a chair his wife pro­ 
posed buying. Now he will turn 
it upside down to see how it is 
put together, study the dowling. 
and everything else about it,’’ she 
says. 
Once they are put to the test, 
you will find men have definite 
likes and dislikes, and it's good 
to find it out right away, she 
advises. 
MEN LIKE BLUE 
“Most men like blue, earthy 
tones and reds that aren't too red. 
They like saddle leather brown, 
wood and old beams. They like 
an old feeling in the background, 
even though they may like the ex­ 
treme of modem furnishings. Any 
thing that is a conversational item 
and has a story behind it intrigues 


or elsewhere. 
Sterling identification brace­ 
lets are worn early today by 
young men in their teens; their 
pen and pencil sets, leather 
wallets and desk accessories 
will tend to reflect personal 
tastes as well as future profes­ 
sions or occupations.

One man who wanted modem 
furnishings became so impressed 
with a mahogany Pembroke table 
that it changed his entire outlook 
on his home. 
“It had that look of faded 
mahogany, an aged look that can’t 
be duplicated, and he was so 
fascinated with the look of the 
wood that he wanted to learn more 
about old furniture,” she says. 
MISSPEND FUNDS 
One mistake made by women 
who furnish their homes without 
the assistance of an interior de 
signer is that they misspend funds. 
Miss Draper explains. A woman 
is likely to fall in love with a lush 
sofa, something she has always 
wanted, spending $1,200, or half 
her entire home furnishings bud­ 
get for it. 
“Some women nut out and buy 
wall-to-wall carpet rn a brilliant 
color such as a violent violet, 
ihen find too late that it won’t go 
with anything else. It is too late 
to do anything about it. When you 
Lake up wall-to-wall carpet, strip 
it and redye it, the size will 
:hange.” 
It is mistakes like these that 
lave contributed to the rise of 
nterior designers, Miss Draper 
says. Though many men in the 
last thought it was a waste of 
noney to hire someone to help 
lo a home, they now see it has 
advantages.

OTTAWA (AP) — A national 
antismoking 
campaign, 
spear­ 
headed by the federal govern­ 
ment, is expected to be launched 
soon. 
The main target will be chil­ 
dren and teen-agers — to warn 
them of health dangers of smok­ 
ing before they take their first 
puff on a cigarette. 
The first step toward a pub­ 
licity and educational drive was 
taken Monday at the opening 
session of a two - day national 
conference 
on 
smoking 
and 
health, sponsoted by the federal 
government and 
attended by 
representatives 
of 
provincial 
governments, 
doctors, 
cancer 
specialists, 
tobacco 
growers 
cigarette 
manufacturers 
and 
others. 
The federal government and 
eight of the IO Drovinces agreed 
that there is a proven relation 
ship between cigarette smoking 
and lung cancer. 
The two provinces that didn’t 
go along with this conclusion 
were Quebec and Nova Scotia 
Quebec was not represented by 
government officials. Nova Sco­ 
tia said there seemed to be a 
relationship 
between 
smoking 
and lung cancer but thought 
that it had not been proved con­ 
clusively. 
Nova Scotia still is expected 
to participate in any federal- 
provincial program 
aimed at 
persuading youngsters to steer 
clear of the nicotine habit. 
Health M i n i s t e r Judy La 
marsh, a nonsmoker, since she 
took over the federal portfolio, 
told reporters that the decision 
to recognize the dangers of cig 
arette smoking was taken over 
the protests of the tobacco in­ 
dustry. 
As the delegates pondered the 
cigarette-cancer problem, some 
smoked, including a few who 
agreed with the view that the 
habit was harmful. 
“We supplied ashtrays,” Miss 
Lamarsh admitted.

Cloisters Museum Secures 
14th Century Shrine From 
Medieval Queen's Chapel 


By M ILES A. SMITH

An extremely rare little master­ 
piece of the medieval goldsmith’* 
art, fit for a queen, has been 
added to the collections of The 
Cloisters. And .t is probable that 
a queen knelt before it many 
times. 
Its formal descriptions is “Re­ 
liquary shrine. French (Paris) 
about 
1340-1350. Silver-gilt and 
enamel. Dimensions when closed: 
height 
IO 
inches, 
length 
7% 
inches, depth 3H inches.’’ 
In medieval days, kings and 
dukes had private chapels in their 
castles, and said their prayers 
before altarpieces that were fine­ 
ly wrought by the best artists and 
artisans of the time. 
CURATOR’S COMMENT 
Margaret B. Freeman, curator 
of The Cloisters, a branch of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. de­ 
scribes this one as “probably the 
most glorious little private altar- 
piece of silver-gilt and enamel 
to have survived to our time. 
“Only three others are known 
to exist: one is in the Poldi- 
Pezzoli Museum in Milan, one in 
the cathedral treasury of Seville, 
and the third in the Pierpont 
Morgan Library in New York.’’ 
And pridefully she adds, “Ours 
is the largest and most elaborate 
of the group and the most re­ 
splendent.” 
GOTHIC ARCHES 
When the little shrine 
closed. 
it has an architectural appear­ 


ance, with 
its pointed Gothic 
arches. 
When 
the 
wings 
are 
opened, four figures are disclosed 
—the Virgin and Child, flanked 
by two angels holding tiny re­ 
liquary boxes. The boxes contain 
sacred relics. 
The folding wings, decorated 
front and oack, consist of 98 little 
p l a q u e s displaying religious 
scenes. 
The whole piece is done in sil­ 
ver-gilt (a golden surface on a 
silver body) and a type of trans­ 
lucent 
enamelling 
invented 
at 
the close of the 13th Century, 
called “basse-taiHe.” The mak­ 
ers would engrave figures in low 
relief on the metal surface. Then 
they would grind up glass of dif 
ferent colors, applying these col 
oring agents to the surface, and 
fire them in a furnace. The proc 
ess produced a glowing, gem-like 
quality. 
WAS IN HUNGARY 
Tradition and scholarship indi­ 
cate this shrine was in Hungary 
for many centuries, and probably 
belonged to Elizabeth I of Hun­ 
gary, one of the greatest of the 
medieval queens. 
She lived in a colorful but rugged 
age. Born about 1300, she reigned 
over a gay court, but in 1329 a 
disgruntled nobleman tried to as­ 
sassinate her husband and chil­ 
dren. She lost the four fingers of 
her right hand in that melee. 
Apparently the 
incident was 
sobering. A few years later she 
founded a convent. Through her

GREENWOOD, tad (AP) - 
The pioneers in Indiana’s new 
village for retired teachers are 
showing no signs of fading 
away — they’re going to school 
again. 
Although the population 
is 
still less than half the 200 even­ 
tually planned the place is al­ 
ready 
abuzz 
with 
lectures, 
forums and classes in ceramics, 
handcraft, weaving and paint­ 
ing. 
The big H-shaped layout of 
192 
apartments, 
mostly 
two 
stories high, is one of the few 
communities built strictly for 
former teachers. One of com­ 
parable size at Ojai, Calif., is a 
cottage layout 
Teachers themselves started 
planning the village in 1957 
through Indians Retired Teach­ 
ers Association and its parent 
body, the Indiana State Teach­ 
ers Association. Officers of the 
two groups are ta charge of the 
establishment. 
O U T SID E 
IN D IA N A P O L IS 
The 47-acre site borders on 
farm fields at the edge of the 
Indianapolis metropolitan area. 
with 60 buses a day going by on 
u.s. 31 on the 15-mile trip to the 
city. The well-filled carports 
show, though, that many of the 
teachers still like to drive their 
own cars. 
Most of the teachers started 
payments on their lifetime leases 
on an apartment before they 
retired. Tile prices run from 
$7,000 for an efficiency apart­ 
ment to $18,000 for a suite with 
living room, two bedrooms and 
two baths. They must he at 
least 62 years old to move in, 
and the lease must be paid ta 
full by then. 
The 73 residents ta the home 
this summer range ta age from 
62 to 92. averaging 73.4 
Construction is still incom­ 
plete, but 150 apartments are 
under lease at some stage. 
The 
teachers 
pay 
$250 a 
month for meals in the central 
dining room, and for laundry 
and medical care. The amount 
just about equals the average 
pension of a retiring Indiana 
teacher, 
not counting Social 
Security benefits. 
The $5 million layout was 
financed with a 40-year FHA 
loan. The lifetime lease rates 
represent one-third of the cost, 
based on an estimated 13-year 
life expectancy for the resi­ 
dents. 
A C T IV IT IE S S T A R T E D 
The teachers began moving 
ta last November and they lost 
no time getting activities going. 
They brough: their own fur­ 
niture and some found room for 
a piano or organ ta their apart­ 
ments. They pooled their books 
to stock the library off the 
lobby. 
Some of the nine men — a 
bit outnumbered — set up their 
own woodworking shop. 


Shuffleboard courts were laid 
out, indoors and out Croquet 
wickets sprouted on the lawn, 
and 
b r i d g e 
tournaments 
flourished in the colorfully dec 
orated lobby »nd lounges, scat­ 
tered through the building. 
Lecturers sometimes come in 
two or three times a week, and 
travelers drop by to show their 
picture slides 
"Nobody 
complains 
about 
having nothing to do,” said Dr 
Sumner L. Martin, the 75-year 
old superintendent. 
Miss Ruth Lucas missed the 
library she had retired from ta 
Washington High School in East 
Chicago so she volunteered for 
the chief librarian’s job.

"I love it.” said Miss Blanche 
Wellons, formei English teach­ 
er in Bloomington and Indiana 
University. "There are stimulat­ 
ing people for good company, 
and the privacy of your own 
apartment when you want it. 
And we’re not regimented here 
the way we were ta school.” 
She said she nas trouble find­ 
ing time to finish the letters 
she starts writing to relatives. 
G R E E N T H U M B S 
ta the spring Bernie Stewart, 
a former high school principal 
in Madison and Seymour, tad., 
was kept busy digging up small 
areas for gardeners. He feels 
some proprietary interest be­ 
cause he invested some of the 
money used to buy the land for 
the village site 
With IO religious denomina­ 
tions represented in the home, 
somebody's minister and choir 
are usually on hand for Sunday 
afternoon vespers in the lobby. 
In the colorful dining hall, 
birthday parties are held every 
month. 
One of the unfinished areas 
is a layout of 26 rooms which 
could provide permanent quar­ 
ters for chronically ill.

Who will Ute the toy*? This 
question needs careful thought. 
if Santa's assistant* are going 
to rate good marks for efficien­ 
cy 
Most of the errors in toy 
buving result from inattention 
to this basic point, 
This advice comes from Dr. 
Mary Moffit of the Toy Guid­ 
ance Council Educator Advisory 
Committee who notes that most 
inappropriate toy selections are 
made bv harried shoppers who 
leave the procurement (rf gift* 
for the children on their lists 
to the last minute. 
Playthings are vital tools of 
childhood — the tool* which 
help youngsters to learn by do­ 
ing. Dr Moffit noted. The val­ 
ue of well chosen toys as basic 
aids to child development is so 
tremendous 
that 
the 
selection 
of playthings should merit pri­ 
ority on the busiest shopper’s 
list of activities 
The color and movement, of

toys 
is 
enchanting to 
adults.. Dr. Moffit notes. This is 
natural and grownups would be 
happier if they relaxed more 


by playing with toy*. But this 
yearning for amusement should 
not be allowed to conflict with 
the very real need of children 
to have toys which are suited 
to their state of development. 
No assistant Santa should be 
reticent about asking for infor­ 
mation about the children on 
the gift list, Dr. Moffit states. 
Parents and even teachers can 
provide very helpful clues to 
the kind of toys which will fit 
special interests (rf individual 
children.

by

medical 
authorities as best suited for 
this purpose and they are used 
in many hospitals because they 
provide the utmost in restful 
comfort without impeding blood 
flow. Down and other "sink-in 
cushioning material should be 
avoided. 
4. The beck should bo high 
enough for comfortable dosing 
and forward enough at tho top 
for relaxed TV viewing. A small 
toss cushion to fill in with extra 
spine support is often a welcome 
addition 
to 
women’s 
lounge 
chairs. 
5. Tho chair must bo stable 


in weight yet mobile enough to 
bo easily moved for cleaning. 
A chair with casters that make 
it roll away at a touch is not too 
be recommended for the elder­ 
ly who often lean on furniture 
when standing or walking.

The old custom of Christmas 
carol sings, so popular in Euro­ 
pean countries in the Middle 
Ages, is being revived by mu­ 
sic-loving Americans.

In olden times people sang to 
the accompaniment of flutes and 
fiddles but todiy the LP record 
has become a favored accom­ 
paniment.

Centuries ago a round 
dance known as the “chorea, 
the latin word for “round,” or 
charades,” the French word 
for “flutist,” was the most pop­ 
ular form of entertainment with 
the 
light-hearted 
people 
of 
France, especially on holidays 
and 
feast 
days. 
Later 
the 
chorea” became popular in 
England as well and the music 
was always an important part 
of the dance. 
Other forms of dancing and 
entertainment 
replaced 
the 
round dance but the 
music 
gained rather than lost in pop­ 
ularity. Even today French mu­ 
sic is still rich in refrains of 
these old songs, which gradually 
became a special part of the 
Christmas observance. 
Meanwhile, the French word 
“charades” had become the 
good English word, “ carol” and 
the English had adopted the 
round dance and the music with 
it In England ta in France, the 
round dance was replaced by 
other forms of dancing but the 
old tunes remained popular and 
were adapted to new verses and 
sung at Christmas time. 
Christmas hymns had been 
sung in the churches of Eng­ 
land since the Fourth Century 
and later the religious play be­ 
came a featured part of the 
Yuletide observance. Religious 
folk songs were interpolated in 
the plays and songs of wassail­ 
ing 
and 
feasting vied 
with 
those about shepherds, angels 
and the Magi at Christmas. 
Translations of Latin songs 
that had come down from pagan 
times were put into the vernacu­ 
lar and little by little the Christ­ 
mas carol as we know it today 
evolved from these songs.

If the child has to ride at night, 
fir- some reason, be sure that 
the bike is equipped with light, 
reflector, reflective tape and see 
that the child wears light-colored 
clothing.

Beata 
should be tight: feet must reach 
the

easily; 
reflectors 
should be visible from at least 
300 feet away: 
brakes should 
stop fast:

replaced; handle bars should bt 
in comfortable position; front 
light should be visible from at 
least 500 feet 
away;

spokes should be replaced and 
tires should contain the proper 
amount of air.

ART INSPIRES 
GIRLS’ STYLES 


The spirit of the Christmas 
season once flowed throughout 
the world from the home of a 
slight, shy English woman who 
has been all but forgotten by 
the world to which she gave so 
much. 
Her name was Kate Greena­ 
way, a noted artist of another 
century whose works inspired 
the habits, clothing and feeling 
of her day, not only in England 
but in America and on the Con­ 
tinent as well.

Greenaway, 
born

1846, began copying after her 
father, a wood engraver, in her 
early years. By the time she 
was 17 she won her first art 
prize — a bronze medal for six 
ceramic tile designs. Soon to 
follow were magazine sketches; 
children's books with both verses 
and sketches by Miss Greena­ 
way; almanacs and, for six or 
seven years, a multitude of 
Christmas cards that vaulted 
her into great popularity. 
Children, and especially their 
clothing, 
were 
Miss Greena­ 
way’s favorite art subjects. By 
1883. when a “ Kate Greenaway 
Boom” was in full sway, chil­ 
dren on both sides of the Atlan­ 
tic were dressed in styles in­ 
spired by her designs, which 
included ruffles, frills and laces 
for little girls; and rougher-hewn 
knickers, jackets and suits for 
boys.

that they were reproduced on 
many items including calendars 
and carols; in books and on

Miss Greenaway died in No­ 
vember, 1901, still a quiet and 
unassuming woman who never­ 
theless had become England’s 
most famous woman artist. To­ 
day there are occasional men­ 
tions of her in collectors’ and 
antique journals, but a New 
York dress shop that sells chil­ 
dren’s clothing patterned after 
her designs is the lone “living” 
reminder of her great talents.
